Reasons for Allowance

Here, the reasons for allowance are the same as previously indicated in paper 
no. 8. That is, it is well known in the semiconductor manufacturing arts to use an 
identification code to store test results for an integrated circuit device. However, the 
storing of a reliability testing flag associated with a unique identification code of each 
integrated circuit device of the plurality of integrated circuit devices, wherein the 
integrated circuit devices are sorted based on said flag and further reliability testing is 
performed based on said flag renders the invention novel and non-obvious over the 
prior art.
